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THE STOCK MARKET. 


Considerable activity has been infus- 
ed into the stock market since the first 
of the month, by inside manipulators, 
the movemens in Alta having extended 
to the stock of all other mines along 
the lode.’ Justice, for instance, which 
sold for $1 95 on the first, was quoted at 
$3 15 yesterday; Hale & Norcross has 
advanced from $4 80 to $9, and Ben- 
ton from $1 80 to $3 75. The north 
end stocks responded to the impetus; 
Utah advancing from $5 75 on Nev. 
30th to $10 75 yesterday. Mexican 
and Ophir also made a strong advance. 
So far as can be ascertained by the 
public’ nothing whatever has been 
discovered in Alta to accouat for the 
remarkable advance in-that stock. 
The present boom is not unlikely to 
subside suddenly, and the people who 
are pow rushing in to buy may have 
their investments tied up for some 
time to come. The whole movement 
has the ear-marks of a deal. 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The brief synopsis of the President’s 
message telegraphed to the GazETTE 
omitted to mention the strong rec- 
ommendation that he makes in favor of 
the retirement of greeubacks. The 
President also approves the suggestion 
of Secretary Sherman to put a dollar’s 
worth of silver in the so-called silver 
dollar. The President did not say as 
much in relation to the new Chinese 
treaties as was attributed tohim. All 
he did say was what everybody krew 
before,viz., that two new treaties liaye 
been made; one bearing on Chinese 
immigration, the other on the commer- 
cial relations between thie country 
and China. The message is strong in 
its expressions favoring the inaugura- 
tion of asystem of civil service re- 
torm, whereby a competitive system 
of examinations could be made to take 
the place of the present system of ap- 
pointing U. 8. officials.

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A STARRY NICHT. 


Some of the Beauties of the Winter Fir- 
mament -—Expected Reappearance of 
the Star of Bethlehemney. 


They who had the good fortune to 
be out of doors last evening had an 
opportunity of enjoying the magnifi- 
cent spectacle of a cloudless, starlit 
wioter sky. Through the frosty air 
the great constellations shone serene 
and brilliant,the whole expanse of thw 
firmanent undimmed by a single cloud. 
The light of the young moon quench- 
ed the rays from many of the smaller 
stars, but not the resplendent beams 
from Sirius and the great stars in 
Orion. Sirius, or the dog-star, is the 
brightest star in all the heavens. It 
rises in the east early in the evening 
and is well above the horizon between 
eight and nine o'clock. Sirius follows 
the great constellation of Orion. It is 
interesting to remark the difference in 


color between the two principal stars 
in this group. Betelgeuse has the’yel- 


plainly the bluish tint of the saphire. 
Above Orivn is the Bull, with the 
yreat star Aldebaran flashing in his 
forehead, easity recognized by its 
size and rosy light. ‘Those beautifal 
star-groups, the Pleiades and Hyades 
gleam throngh the frosty air like little 
diamonds. It adds much to any one’s 
enjoymest of a fine evening to know 
the principal stars and recognize them 
by their names, As they reappear 
with the changing seasons they are 
welcomed like old friends. No one 
familiar with the heavens was ever ut- 
terly lonely under a starlit sky. 
Nearly overhead early in the even- 
ing is Cassiopea,a chair-shaped conste- 
lation, one ot the constellations which 
revolve around the North star like 
the hands of a clock, and always visi- 
ble in this latitude Astronomers are 
now watching Cas-iopeia with partic- 
ular interest, having some expectation 
that the wonderfui flaming star ef 
1572, called the Pilgrim, may again 
make its appearance. This star sud- 
denly appeared in its full splendor ia 
a spot where an hour before it was in- 
visible. Its brightness made it visi- 
ble at noonday. A very brilliant star, 
believed to be the same, suddenly ap 
peared and disappeared in the same 
place in 945 and in 1264. Some as- 
tronomets believe tirat the star is of 
periodical appearance and think that 
it may be expected to show itself 
again in the constellation of Cassiopeia 
aay time between now and 1890. It 
has been conjectured that the Pilgrim 
is that wonderful star which the Magi 
saw at the birth of Chri-t, the star of 
Bethiehem. : 


The Rail-tcrpedo 2s a Common Danger 
Signal. 
Editor Gazette: The ditching of the 
Virginia train, so judiciously done tu 
prevent a dreadful collision, raises the 
question, why did not the train or 
snow-plow and engine carry signal
